6. Replace the words "agents are" with the words "agent is" on line 2 of claims 150, 
172-173, and 194-195. 

7. Incorporate the Examiner's amendments previously approved by Applicants in the 
notice of allowance mailed on August 22, 2007. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: (1) Applicants' 
submission of a proper terminal disclaimer has overcome the obviousness-type double patenting 
rejections of record; (2) the prior art of does not disclose or fairly suggest a respiratory dispersion 
for the pulmonary delivery of one or more bioactivc agents comprising (a) a suspension medium 
comprising at least one propellant having dispersed therein (b) a plurality of perforated 
microstructures (i.e. porous microstructures), wherein the suspension medium permeates said 
perforated microstructures, wherein in some embodiments the microstructures have a size 
between 0.5 and 5 microns or a phospholipid structural matrix and/or calcium; and (3) no 
obviousness-type double patenting rejection over copending applications 12/154,731 (filed on 
5/27/08) and 12/012,827 (filed 2/5/08)C will be made at this time because the instant application 
has an earlier effective U.S. filing date.
